been a crime wave and the 
apparent recent statistical in- 
creases ignore many impor- 
tant considerations — includ- 
ing, most conspicuously, the 
vast postwar expansion of the 
age group (15-24) most prone 
to crime.” 

In the same vein, a Univer- 
sity of Michigan professor 
states that “there are so many 
factors which account for an 
increase in crime statistics, 
that all one can really talk 
about is a crime reporting 
wave, not a crime wave.” 


Over at Columbia Univer- 
sity an expert says “a sober 
look at the problem shows 
that there is Probably less 
crime today in the United 
States than existed a hundred, 
or fifty, or even twenty-five 
years ago, and that today the 
United States is a more law- 
ful and safer country than 
popular opinion imagines.” 

Inherent in the argument 
that there isn’t really a crime 
wave is the contention that 
the FBI statistics are for the 
birds.
